He arrived at McGill at 3.45 and was immediately taken into the 
former Rcdpath library where he was received by Principnl James and 
members of the senate and staff. Dr. James welcomed the Prime Minis- 
ter, froth in French and in English. "You 'have laid the foundation of a 
brilliant career which, I venture to prophesy, is only beginning", he 
said. 

Dr. James pointed out that Mr. Mendes-Frnnec was not .only the 
youngest Prime Minister France had ever had, but had been the young- 
est lawyer, and the youngest member of parliament as well..

He said that the example of 
French and Anglo - Saxon co-exis- 
tence at McGill antl in Canada 
should prove an example to the 
rest of the world. 

Speaking to the gathering, mid 
later to the students, he paid tri- 
bute to the McGUlians who had 
fought in Normandy and France' 
during World War II. His visit to 
Canada, he said, was primarily a 
visit of thanks. 

During the reception, the French 
Prime Minister refused a glass of 
sherry, and drank a glass of milk, 
instead. He was introduced to sev- 
eral members of the French de- 
partment of McGill, nnd to mem- 
bers of the Board of Governors antl 
the senate.
